The most important witness for the de- 
tense in the third day's hearing of the 
Pierce-Imboden contest in Judge Fisher's 
division of the Circuit Court Wednesday 
morning was Mrs. John G. Parrish, Jr., 
daughter of the late Col. Luther E. Im- 
boden. 

As a fitting climax to a rather dramatic 
recital of her father’s relation with Miss 
Lillie Belle Pierce, Mrs. Parrish, before 
leaving the witness stand, identified at a 
distance a large bundle of letters which the 
defense has been jealously guarding in a 
valise, and which, the defense claims, wil! 
create a sensation when they are intro- 
duced as evidence. Mrs. Parrish stated 
the letters had been received by her father 
from Miss Pierce. 

‘This was Mrs. Parrish's first appearance 
at the hearing. She was attired in a 
smart military blue suit trimmed with 
glimmering brass buttons, gray hat, gray 
gloves and patent leather shoes. 

She stated that she was 19 years old, and 
added that she would be 0 in January. She 
declared her father’s habits were regular, 
that he never spent a night away from 
home, that he never missed his breakfast, 
and only occasionally his dinner. He lived 
on the interest of his money, she testified. 

“I introduced my father to Miss Pierce,“ 
said Mrs. Parrish. “It was in the 
spring of 98. I was then about 13 years 
old. Father and I were standing on the 
street corner when Miss Pierce and her 
mother came along. Miss Pierce had been 
helping me with my studies and I thought 
a great deal of her. 

“From that time until January of 1899, 
my relations with Miss Pierce continued 
friendly. We exchanged visits and some- 
times presents. Then I was forbidden by 
my father to visit the Pierce home.“ 


Daughter Assisted in 
Drawing Up Will. 


In connection with this statement the 
plaintiff referred to the fact that t was in 
july, 1898, that the alleged marriage con- 
tract was entered into by Col. Imboden and 
Miss Pierce.

Kansas Women Working to Raise a 
Fund to Help Elect a Leg- 
islature. 


THEY WANT EQUAL : SUFFRAGE 


Five Farms and a Plantation of 80,- 
000 Acres Will Be Auctioned 
at Chicago. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 18.—Five Kansas farms 


and a plantation of 80,000 acres will be 
offered for sale at public auction in one of 
the banquet rooms of the Great Northern 
Hotel, Thursday night and two Kansas 
women will be the auctioneers. The pro- 
ceeds will be devoted to the election of a 
Kansas legislature that will give women the 
right to vote. 

A bazar will also be held at the same 
hotel, beginning tomorrow and continuing 
until Nov. 25. Kansas products will be 
sold by Kansas women and the proceeds 
will be applied to the task of making Kan- 
Sas legislators see the beauties of equal 
sulfrage for women. 

The largest banquet hall in the hotel will 
be the scene of the bazar, Parts of it will 
be converted into a granary, where the 
wheat, corn, potatoes and garden products 
that have made Kansas famous will bé on 
exhibition. In another part will be dis- 
played crazy quilts, cushions, jellies and 
other handiwork of the Kansas women, 
along with an ideal Kansas kitchen, where 
pretty Kansas girls will preside and bake 
cake, bread and rolls, using nothing save 
the products of Kansas soil. 

The Kansas Equal Suffrage Association 
has long been recognized as a strong or- 
ganization. Its members have fought for 
the right to vote for years, but they say 
they have been handicapped by their lack 
of funds. This year they planned an in- 
vasion of Chicago. Some of them arrived 
yesterday and the first thing they did was 
to organize the Kansas Woman's Basaar 
Association, with Miss Helen Kimber as 
president.

CIRCUIT ATTORNEY FQLK’S SALARY. . 

The opinion of City Counselor Bates that the law of 1901 in- 
creased the salary of the circuit attorney $1000 per annum, 
and therefore cannot constitutionally govern the compensation 
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similar in some respects’ to that in the coal oil inspector's office 
which Mr. Folk himself investigated and condemned. 

In the one case the state auditor accepted the ruling of the 
coal oil inspector that the law reducing his fees was unconsti- 
tutional and permitted him to retain thousands of dollars in 
illegal fees. In the other case the city auditor and Mr. Folk 
accepted the verbal ruling that the law increasing the circuit 
attorney’s salary was constitutignal, thus giving him an ex- 
cess of salary amounting to several thousands of dollars. In 
neither case was there a test of the law in the courts. 

When the question of the legality of the circuit.attorney’s 
salary was raised by City Auditor Dierkes, avho did so despite 
the fact that it was affirmed to have been settled two years 
ago, the defense of the legality of the salary did not come from 
the city auditor or the former city counselor, but from Mr. 
Folk himself. Mr. Folk put himself forward as the judge of the 
law affecting the amount of his salary. 

With regard to the origin of the salary-increasing bill, As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Maroney's statement to the Post-is- 
patch sets all doubt at rest. He says that the Jaw was practi- 
cally framed by himself, with the knowledge and advice of Cir- 
cuit Attorney Folk. The bill was discussed and shaped in Mr. 
Folk’s office and was pushed in Jefferson City by Mr. Maroney, 
with Mr. Folk’s consent. 7 

As the only circuit attorney in the state of Missouri affected 
by the bill, it was incredible that Mr. Folk should have been 
ignorant of its origin and history, as Mr. Folk’s first inter- 
views indicated. But his latest statement to the Post-Dis- 
patch makes it clear that he knew all about the bill and its 
purpose, 

Accepting Mr. Folk’s statement that he did not believe the 
law increased his salary and did not decide the question of its 
application during his term of office, there is yet cause for great 
regret on the part of all supporters of reform that the present 
unpleasant situation has arisen.

Pumpkin Ple for Thanksgiving 


G. T. Drennan in November What 


to Eat.“

TRICTLY an American pie, deriving 
S its importance from colonial history, 
— the pumpkin is seen on the Thanks- 
giving table as regularly as the season 
comes around. There are pumpkin pies 
and there are substitutes. or so-called 
pumpk‘n pies. For instance, the Hubbard 
squash, known as crook-neck and as winter 
squash, closely allied, is more delicate in 
teyture and flavor than the pumpkin. When 
prepared and baked on pastry the difference 
can scarcely be noticed. Both belong to 
the cububita class and both require the 
same formula for ples. The recipes kere 
g'ven apply to either, or both. 


PAIN PUMPKIN PIE.—Pare and clean 
free from seeds and stringy insides. Cut 
into strips and steam in a colander set over 
a kettle of boing water until perfectly 
tender. Crush with a large spoon and press 
through a coarse sieve. Two quarts of the 
pumpkin, one-half pound of sugar, two 
eggs ard one teaspoonful of ground allspice 
Wil make three pies. Bake in deep pie tis, 
lined with pastry rolled as thin as paper. 
Th's p'ain pie, Without milk, will keep in- 
deSnitely and be firm when cut. One spoon- 
ful of butter improves the pie. 

RICH PUMPKIN PIE.—One quart of 
sten med pumpkin pressed through a cvarse 
sieve, one quart of sweet milk, five eggs, 
the vo'ks and whites beaten separately, one 
tea cupftul of butter, four teacupfuls of 
sugar, one teaspoonful of pulverized ginger. 
one of grated nutmeg and half a teaspoon- 
ful of ground allsplee. Bake in two deep 
pie tins lined with thin pastry. When 
brown and done sprinkle sugar over tne 
tops. Serve eold. De ieious. 

LEMON PUMPKIN PIE.—One quart of 
pumpkin, one quart of sweet milk, four 
eggs. one tablespoonful of butter, four ten- 
cupfuls of sugar and the juice of one lemon. 
Grate the lemen first as the essential o'! 
and flavor are in the yellow part of the 
aromatic rind, then express the juice, mix- 
ing thoroughly, so all of the pumpkin wil] 
get the flavor and acidity.

Then without removing them from the oven 
the pumpkih can de put in, smoothed over 
the top and browned 15 or 20 minutes. 

CARAMEL PUMPKIN PIB.—Brown 
sugar, one-half pound to one quart of 
pumpkin; two tablespoonfuls of butter; one 
pint of sweet milk and two teaspoonfuls of 
extract of vanilla; two weil beaten eggs. 

CRBDOLE PUMPKIN PIE.—One quart of 
pumpkin; one pint of sugarhouse molasses, 
boiled with one tablespoonful of butter; 
two well beaten eggs and two teaspoonfuls 
of ground or pulverized ginger. 

Thin pastry and the pumpkin one inch 
deep th the pan must be observed. Top 
pastry is not necessary. A very nice fin- 
ish over the top of each pie is pastry cut 
into very narrow, thin strips, twisted and 
laid crisécross or latticewise, or cubes, 
stars and diamonds, in small sizes, laid 
over and baked. 

Méringue is less used on pumpkin than 
on any other pies.

TINY SPECK SHINES 
LIKE AN ARC LIGHT 


Washington University Has Priceless 
Particle of Radium for Use in 
Scientific Research 


A small, a very small, particle of radium 
has arrived at the science department of 


| 
| 


tific study. 

The radium is kept in a spinthariscope, a 
small instrument invented 7 — William 
Crookes to show the scintilliations of ra- 
dium, where the minutest particles of this 
wonderful metal come in contact with a 
plate of zinc blende. Within this little in- 
strument, when watched in the dark, the 
observer may see flashes of light that re- 
mind him ot the display of the heavens on 
a night when shooting stars are observ- 
able at their best. 

The spintheriscope is a small instru- 
ment Hke a microscope, except that the 
lower end of the brass tube is closed. The 
upper end is fitted with a lens. which may 
be moved to give the focus desired. Near 
the bottom of the tube lies the atom of 
radium, almost priceless. 

Above the radium is the gine blende 
screen. It is when the particles thrown 
off by this atom of radium strike the zinc 
blende screen that the tiny flashes of light 
are to pe seen. 

The itheide of the spintharisco which 
was the moment before in the light a most 
n piece of scientific 
property, becomes the center of a display 
that ts rivaled by nothing artificial. The 
fascination of the display has caused the 
investigators to redouble their efforts for 
explanations. The smallest objects known 
are the tiny rays of light that are seen 
under the lens. Their effect is that of 
the star Hight. From each tiny particle 
there seems to come an entire constelia- 
tien, each star of which bursts into an- 
other constellation. The end of the dis- 
play is not indicated. 

For the present at least no public exhibi- 
tion will be given. Owing to the way the 
radium must be shown, it is not calculated 
for public display.
